Park Director
Warns Residents
Of Elm Pests

Torrance residents with elm
trees on their properties should
be on guard against an infesta-
tion of caterpillars, they, were
warned yesterday by C. W, Clem-
mer, head of the city's  park
department,

Clemmer warned  that the ca-
terpillars first appear as a tiny
worm but soon grow large.

“They may strip the foliage
from a small tree in a 24-hour
period,” he said.

The park department is mak-
ing every effort to spray the
infested trees with a residual
material which will protect them
for some time, Clemmer sald. This
spray is. usually good until
new growth gives the worms
something to chew on which is
not poisoned.

“We have hundreds of elms
planted throughout Torrance,
however. and it tukes time to
gel around to all of them with
our equipment,” Clemmer said,

Meanwhile, homeownérs: hav-
ing small elms may spray with
any good contact spray mate-
rial, Clemmer said. He recom-
mended DDT, Isotox, or lead ar-
cenate in water. The worms can
also be singed off, or the tips
of branches with- worms on them
can be snipped off, he gaid.
